Mr. Rempel explains, “The 
construction Is all done by the 
boys and any advice comes by 
way of discussions on right and 
wrong ways of dealing with any 
particular building problem.” So

If business is to remain at 
home to a great extent, then the 
common necessary services must be 
available. If a person has to go

Vulcan is fortunate, said the 
speaker, in being a reasonable dis¬ 
tance away from the nearest 
cities. Merchants in towns close 
to a city are competing directly 
in service and price with large- 
volume city businesses. The one 
advantage a small town merchant 
has is that he generally knows his 
customers, can greet them by 
name, and can take a personal 
interest in seeing that they get 
what they want and are com¬ 
pletely satisfied

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In a town such as Vulcan, the

Before concluding h i s talk, 
which was well received by an 
attentive audience, Mr. Fetterly 
said that the matter of the pro¬ 
posed recreation centre was one 
which should be examined care¬ 
fully by all concerned. He suggest¬ 
ed that those who feel that the 
price in dollars is too high should 
ask themselves what the price of 
not having such a recreation cen¬ 
tre is going to toe, in terms of 
juvenile delinquency and lack of 
proper facilities for town and dis¬ 
trict functions. He expressed the 
thought that Vulcan has shown 
much progress the past few years 
in such respects as new businesses, 
new homes and new water system 
and that the need for better re¬ 
creational facilities merits serious 
consideration.
